For  the  general  incidental  expenses  of  the  In- 
dian service  in  California,  including  traveling  ex- 
penses of  the  superintending  agents,,  seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  removal  of  Indians,  transportation  of 
goods,  purchase  of  cattle  for  beef  and  milk,  to- 
gether with  clothing  and  food,  teams  and  farming 
ttots  for  Indians  for  the  northern  district  of 
California,  thirty  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  two  blacksmiths  for  the  northern  district  of 
California,  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

For  two  physicians  for  the  northern  district  of 
California,  two  thousand  dollars.

special  agents  and  commissioners  not  appointed 
by  tho  President,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted , That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  be  authorized  to  dispose

dians. or  so  many  thereof  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  purchase  of  such  clothing,  food,  seed, 
grain,  agricultural  implements  or  domestic  ani- 
mals, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  immediate 
relief  of  said  Indians,  and  to  enable  them  to 
plant  a crop,  and  appropriate  tho  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  said  bonds  or  so  much  thereof  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  for  said  purpose  : Provided,  That 
said  sale  shall  be  made  after  three  weeks’  public 
notice  at  the  Merchants'  Exchange  in  tho  city  of 
Philadelphia/to  the  highest  bidder,  and  at  uot 
less  than  the  market  price  of  said  bonds  in  the 
cities  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia:  And  pro- 
vided, further,  That  no  special  agent  or  ageuts 
shall  ho  employed,  nor  shall  any  such  sale  be 
made  until  after  the  assent  and  approval  of  said 
Indians  for  the  sale  of  their  bonds  shall  first  be 
obtained  through  their  regular  Authorized  repre- 
sentatives. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  tho 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  expend  such  part  of  the  aiuonnt  here- 
tofore appropriated  to  carry  into  effect  any  treaty 
stipulation  with  any  tribe  or  tribes  of  Indians, 
all,  or  any  portion  of  whom  shall  be  in  a state  ol 
actual  hostility  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  including  theCherokces,  Creeks,  Choctaws, 
CLickasaws,  Seminole?,  Wichitas,  and  other 
affiliated  tribes,  as  may  be  found  necessary  to 
enable  such  individual  members  of  said  tribes  as 
have  been  driven  from  their  homes,  and  reduced 
to  want  on  account  of  their  friendship  to  the 
United  States,  to  subsist  until  they  can  be  re- 
moved to  their  homes,  and  to  assist  them  in  such 
removal:  Provided , That  an  account  shall  be 
kept  of  the  sums  so  paid  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  members  of  said  tribes,  which  account  shall 
be  rendered  to  Congress  at  the  commencement  ol 
the  next  session  thereof.  And  all  purchases  of 
articles  for  the  purposes  above  set  forth  5hall  be 
made  of  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  after  suf- 
ficient public  notice  bv  advertisement  in  appro- 
priate newspapers  : Provided,  aho,  Thar  the 
said  Secretary  shall  not  be  required  to  accept  any 
bid  which  is  in  his  judgment  unreasonable  in  its 
character. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted , That  the 
President  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  here- 
by, authorized  to  enter  into  treaties  with  the  sev- 
eral tribes  of  Indinns,  respectively,  now  resid- 
ing in  the  State  of  Kansas,  providing  for  the  ex- 
tinction of  their  titles  to  lands'  held  in  common 
within  said  State,  and  for  the  removnl  of  such 
Indians  of  said  tribes  as  hold  their  lands  in  com- 
mon to  suitable  localities,  elsewhere  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  United  States,  and  out- 
side the  limit?  of  any  State.

Yankees. 

Nor  is  this  the  only  result  of  this  most 
glorious  campaign  of  Gen.  Bauks.  It  is  now 
beyond  doubt  that  the  majority  of  the  plan- 
ters, and  residents  generally  of  the  interior, 
are  loyal  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States.  Numbers  of  them  have  expressed  a 
willingness  and  desire  to  take  the 'oath  of 
allegiance,  and  are  only  waiting  the  opening 
of  books  by  the  General  to  do  so  at  once.  I 
have  the  authority  of  a gentleman  of  unim- 
peachable veracity  for  this  assertion,  and  he 
lias  conversed  within  the  last  twenty-four 
hours  with  heretofore  prominent  rebels,  who 
acknowledged  their  errors,  and  wished  to  be 
taken  back  into  Uncle  Sam’s  fold.  Let 
them  come. 

All  classes  bitterly  complain  of  the  out- 
rages inflicted  on  them  by  the  Texas  cavalry. 
Peaceable  citizens  Lave  been  robbed,  and 
sometimes  murdered,  without  hope  Of  re- 
dress for  the  robberies,  or  chance  of  punish- 
ing tho  murderers.  One  gentleman  told  me 
he  himself  had  been  robbed  of  his  horse  on 
ill c highway — made  to  dismount  in  the 
road — bv  these  ruffians 

They  had  also  cca9ed  to  respect  the  rights 
of  foreigners,  conscripting  them  when  armed 
with  their  (in  New  Orleans  at  least)  potent

The  stores  are  nearly  all  closed  in  Ope 
lousas,  and  have  been  for  a long  time,  the 
merchants  having  no  goods  fo  offer  buyers.

The  hotels  can  not  take  transient 
boarders,  the  population  being  allowed  ra 
lions  by  the  town  authorities,  and  very  short 
ones  they  are  Some  two  or  three  weeks 
since,  not  a tiling  could  be  purchased  in  the 
provision  line  in  this  town,  but  a few  days 
ago  the  Mayor  succeeded  in  obtaining  a lit- 
tle corn  meal  and  cattle,  and  a family  man 
or  hotel-keeper  may  now  purchase  one  pin! 
of  corn  meal  and  half  a pound  of  fresh  meat 
per  head  for  his  family  or  boarders.  You 
see  that  a man  stopping  for  a meal  under 
these  circumstances  is  not  likely  to  be  wel- 
comed by  the  regular  boarders,  and  after 
exerting  my  persuasive  powers  this  morning, 
until  1 had  coaxed  the  landlord  to  give  me 
mv  breakfast.  I was  frightened  out  of  my 
hunger  by  the  threatening  looks  around  me.

Letter  from  Opelousas. 

Opelousas,  May  2,  1863. 

1 closed  mv  last  in  rather  a hurried  man- 
ner, the  boat  being  about  to  start  immedi- 
ately for  Brasliear.  1 left  Barre’s  Landing 
the  same  evening  for  this  place,  and  not- 
withstanding I made  the  eleven  miles  in  a 
Government  wagon  without  springs,  and 
over  not  the  smoothest  ol  roads,  the  trip  was 
quite  pleasant. 

From  the  time  of  landing  from  the  steam- 
boat until  the  present  writing.  1 have  6een 
hardly  anything  but  cotton.  On  both  sides 
the  bayou,  at  Barre’s,  cotton  was  piled  bale 
upon  bale  over  several  aeres;  along  the  road 
from  there  lo  Opelousas,  immense  army 
wagons,  each  containing  a hall  dozen  bales, 
liued  the  road,  each  wagon  driven  by  a jolly 
contraband,  who  seemed  to  think  the  mil- 
lennium had  come. 

Reaching  Opelousas,  the  first  object  that 
attracted  mv  attention  was  a warehouse, 
with  a large  yard  attached,  piled  high  with 
a fleecy  cloud,  and  the  surrounding  streets 
were  filled  with  wagons,  mules,  and  darkies, 
waiting  fo  haul  it  away  to  some  bayou  land-

Affairs  in  Charleston. — The  Providence 
(R.  I.)  Post  contains  the  following  recent  in- 
formation from  the  city  of  Charleston  : 

A lady  was  in  this  city  last  week  who  has 
been  in  South  Carolina  for  more  than  two 
years,  a greater  portion  of  which  has  been 
passed  in  Charleston.  She  went  out  there 
from  a city  in  Massachusetts,  under  tiie  pat- 
ronage of  Mr.  Memminger,  now  a member 
of  the  rebel  Cabinet,  as  a teacher  in  one  of 
the  public  schools  which  that  gentleman 
was  instrumental  in  inaugurating  in  South 
Carolina  On  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities 
and  the  attack  by  the  rebels  on  Fort  Sump- 
ter, she  was  desirous  of  returning  to  the 
North  ; the  people,  however,  would  not  per- 
mit it,  and  she  has  remained  there  pursuing 
her  avocation  as  a teacher  until  a date  which 
we  shall  name. 

Just  previous  to  the  recent  attack  upon 
Fort  Sumpter  by  the  Federal  fleet,  site  had 
obtained  permission  lo  return  North,  and 
was  about  making  her  arrangements  to 
eave,  wheu,  being  down  at  Sumpter,  she 
ascertained  that  an  attack  was  daily  expect- 
ed, ami  consequently  returned  to  the  city. 
While  there  she  dined  with  the  officers,  and 
overheard  a conversation  in  which  one  of 
them  "wished  to  God  that  the  Union  flag 
might  at  that  moment  be  floating  over  the 
Fort;  he  was  getting  tired  and  sick  of  this 
war."  Others  of  the  party  expressed  them- 
selves in  a similar  strain. 

Before  she  left  Charleston  she  received  a 
portion  of  her  stipulated  salary  in  gold,  and 
the  balance  was  invested  in  cotton  for  her 
benefit,  lo  be  sent  through  the  blockade  to 
Nassau.  The  day  after  the  bombardment 
of  the  Fort  by  the  Federal  fleet,  the  steam- 
er having  obtained  a pass  from  Sumpter, 
put  to  sea,  passing  through  the  entire  block- 
ading fleet  without  eliciting  a shot,  or  seem- 
ngly  attracting  any  attention,  and  arrived 
at  Nassau  in  safety.  She  was  a passenger 
on  board  the  steamer.  She  says  that  be- 
lore  leaving  Charleston  harbor,  the  Gaptain 
put  all  his  boats  on  siiore  without  giving 
any  reason  therefor,  and,  alter  they  had  got 
a short  distance  at  sea,  she  noticed  him  de- 
iaching  a torpedo  from  the  steamer  when  he 
told  her  that  it  had  been  his  determination, 
tn  case  they  were  attacked  with  a certainty 
of  being  taken,  to  have  blown  up  the  steam- 
er with  all  on  board,  rather  than  she  should 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Federnls. 

Whiletin  Newport,  the  lady  displayed  a 
pair  ol  French  gaiters  which  she  had  on  her 
feet,  for  which  site  paid  $18  in  Charleston. 
She  confirms  the  report  in  relation,  to  high 
prices  there,  but  says  there  ia  no  real  latn- 
ine’of  goods  of  any  description,  the  greatest 
lack  being  in  tea,  coffee,  salt,  molasses,  Ac. 
She  says  there  is  little  if  any  real  suffering 
there:  labor  is  $-1  lo  86  per  day,  and  there 
is  a tree  market  for  the  poor,  so  that  the 
wants  of  all  are  tolerably  well  supplied 

She  says  further,  there  was  little  if  any 
alarm  in  Charleston  in  consequence  of  tiie 
recent  attaek  upon  the  tort,  as  all  felt  con- 
fident of  the  ability  of  the  fort,  aided  by 
the  obstructions  in  the  river,  to  resist  the 
fleet.  Hundreds  were  attracted  by  curiosity 
to  tiie  most  sightly  places  to  witness  the 
bombardment.

There  can  lie  nothing  more  puzzling  than 
the  analysis  of  one’s  leelings  on  a battle 
field.  You  cannot  describe  them  satisfacto- 
rily to  yourself  or  others.  To  march  stead 
ily  up  to  the  mouths  of  a hundred  cannon 
while  they  pour  out  fire  and  smoke  and  shot 
and  shell  in  a storm  that  mows  the  men 
like  grass  is  horrible  beyond  description — 
appalling.  It  is  absurd  to  say  a man  can 
do  it  without  fety.  During  Hancock's  charge 
at  Fredericksburg,  for  a long  distance,  tiie 
slope  was  swept  by  such  a hurricane  of 
death  that  we  thought  every  step  would  be 
our  last,  and  I am  willing  to  say,  for  one, 
that  1 was  pretty  badly  scared.  Whatever 
maybe  said  about  “getting  used  to  it,"  old 
soldiers  secretly  dread  a battle  equally  with 
new  ones.  But  the  most  difficult  thing  to 
stand  up  under  is  the  suspense  while  wail- 
ing, as  we  waited  in  Fredericksburg,  drawn 
up  in  line  of  battle  on  the  edge  of  the  field 
watching  the  columns  tile  past  us  and  dis- 
appear in  a cloud  of  smoke,  where  horses 
and  men  and  colors  go  down  in  confusion, 
where  all  sounds  are  lost  in  the  screaming 
of  shells,  the  cracking  ot  musketry,  the 
thunder  of  artillery,  and  knowing  that  our 
turn  cotnes  next,  expecting  each  moment 
tiie  word  “forward.”  It  brings  a strange 
kind  of  relief  when  “forward,”  comes.  You 
move  mechanically  with  the  rest.  Once  fair- 
ly in  for  it  your  sensibilities  are  strangely 
blunted;  xgu  care  comparatively  nothing  j 
about  the  eights  that  shocked  you  at  first;  ;

to  defeat,  and  route,  and  destroy  the  rebel 
armies — that  will  put  an  end  not  only  to 
the  rebellion,  but  to  all  the  mischievous  and 
Uy  manifestations  of  sympathy  with  it 
icli  appear  in  the  free  States 

The  Post  is  correct  when  it  says  that  the 
wav  to  put  down  the  rebellion,  is  “to 
mass  our  armies  and  to  plan  our  summer 
campaign  as  to  defeat,  and  rout,  and  destroy 
the  rebel  armies.  This  was  McClellan  s 
plan,  and  if  he  had  heen  allowed  his  own 
wav,  this  plan  would  now  be  in  successful 
execution.  But  the  Post  and  other  aboli- 
tion papers  and  politicians  got  control  of 
the  President  and  induced  him  to  put  him 
aside  The  chief  feature  in  McClellan’s 
plan,  was  to  keep  the  army  of  the  Potomac 
of  sufficient  size  to  move  upon  Richmond, 
with  a certainty  of  success,  and  lor  Ilalleek 
and  Buell  to  unite  and  move  towards  East- 
ern Tennessee.

We  had  hopes  that  the  President 
would  have  profited  fcy  the  accumulating 
disasters  and  blunders  which  have  charac- 
terized all  onr  military  operations,  and  re- 
called the  General  who  could  revive  the 
hopes  and  strengthen  the  zeal  of  the  army 
and  the  nation.

look  fotward  to  the  day,  when  these  partizan 
dictators  will  be  dethroned,  and  wiser  coun- 
sels allowed  to  influence  our  authorities.

Tt  is  tolerably  certain  the  works  can  not 
Tried  by  assault.  A regular  siege  must 
reduce  them.  Two  weeks  will  probably  he 
sonsumed. 

Gcd.  Banks  army  is  reported  coming  up. 


That  paper  in  viewing  the  sitnatiofi  lYom 
the  light  of  their  extensive  correspondence 
and  other  sources  of  information,  says 

The  army  of  Gen.  Grant  is  very  large,  and 
recent  operations  give  sufficient  assurance  of 
its  staunch  lighting  qualities,  and  of  the  com- 
petency of  ifs  commanders  to  handle  it  effi- 
ciently. Reinforcements  can  be  sent  in  any 
needfnl  number,  and  provisions,  ammunition 
and  siege-guns  in  any  quantity  ran  be  placed 
in  Grant’s  camp  bv  wav  of  the  Yazoo  and 
Mississippi,  on  which  the  right  wing,  under 
Sherman,  resis.  We  see  no  occasion  to 
doubt  the  result  of  the  siege,  for  siege  it  is. 
Pemberton's  repeatedly-whipped  army  is  in- 
closed within  our  lines  and  the  city  and  the 
army  must  be  taken  together.  Certainly, 
the  rebels,  as  fully  informed  and  deeply  im- 
pressed as  ourselves,  with  the  importance  of 
Vicksburg,  and  that  which  it  contains,  will 
make  the  most  vehement  efforts  to  beat  off 
onr  troops,  but  it  is  our  conviction  that  no 
valor  or  energy  on  their  part  can  do  more 
than  postpone  for  a few  days,  the  crowning 
triumph  of  our  splended  and  glorious  Army 
of  the  Mississippi. 

Up  to  this  morning  we  iiave  nothing  to 
show  that  Vicksburg  has  been  captured.  It 
now  seems  certain  that  the  place  cannot  he 
carried  by  assault,  and  time  must  be  taken 
to  reduce  it.  In  the  meantime,  we  fear 
that  Joe  Johnson  means  mischief,  am!  may 
do  us  mischief  unless  prompt  measures  are 
taken.  If  lie  can  be  kent  off',  we  have  every 
reason  (o  believe  that  Grant  will  succeed.

— The 
Fredericksburg  correscondent  of  the  Rich- 
mond Dispatch  writes.  May  14th,  the  fol- 
lowing. which  may  mean  something  and 
may  not

more  than  we  do.  His  backers  take  hope 
that  lie  may  “fall  back”  from  weariness  and 
exhaustion.  And  Richmond  idlers  mav 
suggest  the  same  apprehension.  Believe  i; 
not,  even  if  appearances  should  ever  counte- 
nance the  thought,  and  (hen  remember  thaf 
in  the  rising  tide  the  waves  apparently  re- 
cede, hut  only  to  gather  strength  and  vol- 
ume for  further  conquest  on  the  shore. 

The  Reiss  ok  Fredericksburg. — We  lake 
the  following  from  a letter  written  at  F reder- 
icksburg during  the  late  occupation  bv  the 
Federal  troops: 

Fredericksburg  presents  a most  desolate 
appearance.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  re- 
pair the  injuries  inflicted  upon  the  place  du- 
ring the  engagement  of  last  December. 
Nearly  every  prominent  building  is  more  or 
less  pock-marked  with  shot,  shell,  and  inin- 
ie  bails.  The  tali  costly  spire  of  the  Epis- 
copal church  is  perforated  by  seventeen  shot 
holes.  Ruins  ot  once  elegant  residences  are 
seen  on  every  hand.  The  Bernard  House,  a 
little  below  the  city,  used  by  our  forces  fora 
hospital  during  the  battle  of  December,  has 
since  been  burned  accidentally.  The  owner 
ot  tiiis  estate  was  a wealthy  bachelor.  Not 
long  after  Gen.  Franklin's  force  had  crossed 
he  was  detected  endeavoring  to  steal  into  our 
lines,  and  believing  that  be  bad  been  convey- 
ing information  to  the  enemy,  Gen.  Franklin 
ordered  him  into  durance  vile,  where  lie  lias 
remained  ever  since  His  lordly  mansion 
was  furnished  with  every  thiug  which  wealth 
could  furnish.  Damask  curtains,  Brussels 
carpets,  marble  centre  tables,  elegant  mirrors 
and  chandeliers  adorned  the  various  apart 
nietits.  There  were  rare  paintings  from  the 
Italian  masters  suspended  on  the  walls,  ami 
numerous  libraries  found  in  different  parte  of 
the  buildings.  This  home  and  all  these 
adornments  are  now  gone,  and  the  owner 
a prisoner  in  our  hands.  Rut  he  will  learn, 
should  his  eye  fall  on  this  communication, 
ol  yet  another  misfortune.  While  a party  of 
(he  Forty-third  New  York,  Col.  Baker,  sta- 
tioned on  picket,  last  Friday  afternoon,  near 
by,  were  delving  among  the  ruin,  they  dis- 
covered, buried  beneath  them,  in  a chest 
$100,000  of  Confederate  money,  placed  there, 
doubtless,  by  the  owner  lor  safe  keeping. 

Mr.  James  S.  Hutchison,  who  left  this 
county,  with  the  rebel  army,  last  falj,  was 
captured  near  Carlisle,  and  brought  to  this 
city  on  Sunday  last.  He  is  still  in  confine- 
ment.— Paris  Citizen.  Slay  22.
